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The  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service  is  the  Iowa  unit  of 
a  nation-wide  organization  which  is  entrusted  with  the  responsibility  of 
operating  a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division 
of  Agricultural  Statistics  is  a  division  of  the  lov/a  State  Department  of 
Agriculture  working  in  cooperation  with  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service 
of  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,     Tiie  year  1939  marked  the 
one-hundredth  anniversary  of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture 
in  the  United  States. 

The  general  program  of  the  Iowa  Crop  and  Livestock  Reporting  Service 
is  to  meet  the  public  needs  and  demands  for  summary  data  of  an  historical 
nature  and  for  current  statistical  information  of  agricultural  production 
in  Iowa  and  the  United  States. 

In  recent  years,   there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultur- 
al organizations,   commercial  interests,   teachers,  legislators,  and  county, 
state  and  governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends 
of  change  in  counties.     Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available 
data  for  each  county  over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the 
need  for  county  data  that  some  organizations  have  assembled  such  informa- 
tion at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this 
series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State 
and  rederal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V,  Strand, 
State-wide  .Tork  Projects  Adiiiini  strati  on  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Eco- 
nomics and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  v/ork  completed  on 
Official  Project  65-1-72-155  of  the  "'ork  Projects  Administration,  Official 
Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the  material  for  Tables  33  and  35. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  prepara- 
tion of  the  materials  in  this  report.     Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the 
Iowa  Agricultural  Exjperiment  Station  have  been  released  for  publication  in 
this  series.     Special  credit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  Assessors  and  tax  officials 
who  collect  data  on  crops  and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws. 
Without  these  data  by  townships  and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics 
would  be  less  accurate  and  less  comiolete.

Sioux  County,  originally  included  in  old  Fayette  County,  was  estaLi- 
lished  in  1851,     It  was  named  in  honor  of  the  Sioux  Indian  Tribe,  ij 

Aj.nong  the  first  settlers  in  the  county  were  S.  L.  Stone,  F.  M.  Hub'oell, 
'7,  H.  and  Francis  Frame  and  Joseph  Bell  who  located  in  the  valley  of  the  Bi^ 
Sioux  Hiver  in  1859, 

The  county  was  organized  oy  the  election  of  its  officers  in  1860  and  a 
town  WPS  laid  out  on  the  Big  Sioux  Fdver  near  ohe  southwest  corner  of  the 
county,     Pnis  tow,  which  was  named  Calliope,    became  the  first  county-seat. 

In  1869  Plenry  Hospers  and  others  from  Pella  visited  the  county  and  made 
arrangements  to  establish  a  colony  of  Hollanders.     Five-hundred-sixty-two  pre- 
emptions \>'ere  filed  on  Government  lands  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Floyd  Fdver  in 
the  southeastern  part  of  the  county,  and  forty  families  from  pella  settled 
there  in  the  spring  of  1870.     During  the  summer  of  1870,  Henry  Hospers  laid 
out  the  tovm  of  Orange  City  and  in  1872  it  "became  the  county-seat,  2/ 

Area 

Sioux  County  has  an  area  of  760  square  miles  3/,  or  485,400  acres.  Of 
this  nui'nber,  478,637  acres  are  listed  as  farm  land.     4/    There  are  23  tov/n- 
ships  in  the  county  and  it  ranks  sixth  in  poxnt  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Sioux  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottora- 
land.     The  drift  soils  cover  3.7  percent  of  the  area  of  the  county  and  are 
divided  into  Carrington  loam — 3.2  percent,  and  rough  broken  land — '^.5  percent. 
The  loess  soils  cover  80.8  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  Marshall 
silt  loam — 31.0  percent,  and  smooth  phase  Marshall  silt  loam — 49.8  percent, 
Tne  terrace  soils  cover  5.2  percent  of  the  area  and  are  divided  into  Waul<;esha 
silt  loam — 3,0  percent,  and  Sioux  loam — 2.2  percent,     The  swamp  and  bottom- 
land soils  cover  10,3  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  ""aba.sh  loams 
— 9.4  percent,  Lamoure  silt  loam — 0,7  percent,  and  riverwash — 0.2  percent, 

Topography 

The  topography  of  Sioux  County  varies  from  undulating  to  sharply  rollir^ 
The  upland  in  uhe  eastern  three-fifths  of  the  county  is  almost  flat,  varying 
to  gently  rolling  in  some  areas.     The  whole  upland  is  cut  by  the  flat  alluvial 
bottom— land  along  the  various  streams.     In  the  western  part  of  the  county  these 
bottom-lands  are  bordered  by  exposures  of  drift  soils  on  uplands  which  nave 
been  much  eroded.     Some  so-called  "rough,  broken  land"  is  also  found  adjoining 
the  bottoms  and  also  some  terraces.     In  some  areas  in  the  western  part  the

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topogra'ohy  "becomes  sharply  rolling  to  rough.     The  county  is  quite  thoroughly 
drained  by  a  series  of  parallel  streams  flowing  in  a  southwesterly  direction. 
The  rivers  and  creeks  rise  in  the  smooth  upland  in  the  eastern  part  of  the 
county  and,  cutting  their  courses  deeply  through  the  loess  area,  empty  into 
the  Big  Sioux  Eiver  which  forms  the  western  boundary  of  the  county,  6/ 

Climate 

The  average  tem^-ierature  for  10  years  (1930-1939  incl.)  was  45.3  degrees. 
7/    The  average  rainfall  for  31  years  (1899-1930)  was  <37c72  inches,  and  the 
growing  season  averaged  148  days  between  the  killing  frost  dates  of  May  6  and 
October  1  recoraed  over  a  period  of  32  years  (1898-1930).  _§/ 

Population 

Indian  troubles  prevented  the  settlement  of  this  county  for  some  time. 
However,  after  the  Sioux  Indians  were  subdued,  and  the  Hollanders  came  from 
Pella,   the  population  growth  started  in  earnest  and  nas  never  suffered  any 
recession.     It  has  a  density  of  25  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with 
the  State  density  of  44.     The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants 
recorded  at  10  year  intervals:

In  1930,  the  foreign  born  and  native  white  inhabitants  of  foreign  born 
or  irdxed  oarentage  totaled  16,430,  or  61,4  percent  of  the  total  population. 
Of  this  number,   those  of  Butch  descent  had  12,156,  and  the  Germans  had  2,171, 
Other  nationalities  had  very  small  representations.  13/ 

Cooperatives 

In  1937  there  were  20  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — 10  elevators,   5  creameries,  4  petroleum  plants  and  1  lumber  yard. 

As  a  whole,  they  had  9,710  members  of  which  9,232  were  active,  and  12, 
924  persons  did  Dusiness  with  the  20  concerns.     The  selling  cooperatives  had  a

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  coiiomodi ties  for 
distribution  to   oheir  memoers  and  ^tatrons,  and  sellintg;  cooperatives  market 
farm  coimmodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.  ^/^^ 

Trait 

Tlie  largest    year  for  apples  v/as  1909  when  26,255  trees  and  .'.Qgbush- 
els  v?ere  reported.     In  1934  there  were  9,969  trees  and  3,321  bushels  fisted. 
The  largest  number  of  i~)liam  trees,  10,104  was  reported  in  1909,  but  the  largest 
production,  1,497  bushels,  was  listed  in  1894.     In  1909,  2,795  grape  vines 
produced  t-  record  harvest  of  14, 57^^  pounds.  15/ 


iTote  Eegarding  Yields  of  Corn 


The  crop  assessors'   statistical  breakdoTO  for  corn  acreage  is  as  ioIIowb; 
(l)  all  corn,   (2)   corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)   corn  cut  for  silage,   (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)   corn  hogged  off.     A  total  production  is  given  for  each  farm 
which  includes  ^nl£  that  actually  husked.     In  getting  county  totals  of  pro- 
duction, the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  che  yield  (de- 
rived 03;^  dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked.     This  as- 
sumes that  acreage  not  husked  would  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  that 
actually  husked. 


In  1934-  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,   separate  estimations  of  corn 
yield  on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  bec^-use 
it  was  felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acrea^^es  for 
husking  and  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  which  would  have  a  different  and  lov/er 
yield.     This  seyjarate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not 
husked  and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  nusked. 


This  v/as  done  oy  coiinties  only  and  not  by  townships.     'The  township 
yields  xor  these  two  years,   then,  are  somewhat  high  since  they  are  based  only 
on  acreage  husked  for  grain  and  Dushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is 
shown  by  township  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acre- 
age shov/n  to  get  total  production  will  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  co'onty 
summary  table  figures  tor  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  th^t  acreage  not  nusked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 


In  all  other  years  actual  township  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  rnd  acreage  figures  sho\TO.  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  assumed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are, 
therefore,   consistent  in  all  years  exceiDt  1934  and  1936.
